In a Monday statement to the Plain 
Dealer, Millspaugh stated the new 
vehicle would be delivered Wednes- 
day evening to the Wabash Street 
Department. 


“The search for a new trolley be- — 


gan over a year ago when the cur- 
rent 20 passenger trolley started to 
show significant mechanical and 
safety concerns. With age, the ve- 
hicle has become increasingly hard 
to service,” stated Millspaugh. “The 
20-passenger trolley was purchased 
used in 2014 in partnership between 
Visit Wabash County, the City of Wa- 
bash, and Wabash Marketplace as a 
vehicle to be used as a people-mover 
for large festivals and events. The re- 
quest for use of the trolley continues 
to increase year after year for private 
tours and public events.” 
Millspaugh stated in 2019, Trol- 
ley No. 85 had 2,611 riders total 
from festivals, First Fridays, private 
events and experience tours. 
“Because of the increasing me- 
chanical issues, the trolley was un- 
able to run for many private and 
public events,’ stated Miullspaugh. 
“Due to the age of the vehicle, it is 
nearly impossible to find parts to 
repair and maintain it. Understand- 
ing the service and programs that 
the trolley offers the local commu- 
nity as well as attracting tourism 


In response to a Plain Dealer re- 
quest Tuesday, Mayor Scott Long 
stated the work near the intersection 
of Cass and Main streets was part of 
the city’s sewer separation project. 

The project is part of the city’s 
long-term control plan to separate 
stormwater and wastewater lines 
and prevent sewage overflow from 
being drained into the Wabash Riv- 
er, a problem faced by many small 
communities still operating with 
outdated sewer lines. 


Long stated geotechnical boring 
will also likely be taking place be- 
fore the state’s repacking of Indi- 
ana 15 through downtown, which 
is scheduled to take place later this 
year. 

Long stated the sewer separation 
project should be completed by Au- 
gust before the Indiana 15 paving 
begins.

to the county, Mayor Scott Long 
recognized the potential to leverage 
the safer, larger trolley to grow the 
tourism that supports our local at- 
tractions, restaurants, and retailers.

State still reports two 
local deaths, and now 
reports 1,138 tests

On Tuesday, the Indiana State 
Department of Health (ISDH) 
reported two new local positive 
COVID-19 cases, bringing Wa- 
bash County’s total to 86. 

The state still reported two lo- 
cal deaths, and now reports 1,138 
tests. 

Statewide on Tuesday, the 
ISDH announced that 430 addi- 
tional Hoosiers have been diag- 
nosed with COVID-19 through 
testing at ISDH, the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention 
(CDC) and private laboratories. 
That brings to 38,033 the to- 
tal number of Indiana residents 
known to have the novel corona- 
virus following corrections to the 
previous day’s total. 

Intensive care unit and venti- 
lator capacity remain steady. As 
of Tuesday, nearly 39 percent of 
ICU beds and more than 82 per- 
cent of ventilators are available. 

A total of 2,158 Hoosiers are 
confirmed to have died from 
COVID-19, an increase of 23 over 
the previous day. Another 181 
probable deaths have been report- 
ed based on clinical diagnoses in

Reader queries cover 
a range of topics 


Hello again, dear read- 
ers! You’ve kept our digital 
and postal mailboxes even 
more full than usual with 
your questions, thoughts and 
(thank you!)

E In a column about the 
search for a saliva test to di- 
agnose Parkinson’s disease, 
we mentioned the lack of a 
specific diagnostic test for the 
condition at this time. A read- 
er from Oklahoma, whose 
wife lives with Parkinson’s 
disease, wondered why a test 
known as a DaTscan wasn’t 
mentioned. “It is considered 
reliable enough that it is often 
required at the start of treat- 
ment testing to prove a patient 
has PD,’ he wrote. 

DaTscan uses a radioactive 
isotope to assess the health 
of the dopamine system in 
the brain. It’s the loss of do- 
pamine transporters (DaT) 
that leads to the neurological 
symptoms of Parkinson’s dis- 
ease. However, the scan will 
return an abnormal result in 
any neurological condition 
that involves dopamine trans- 
porters. It’s used in conjunc- 
tion with a neurological and 
physical exam to arrive at a 
final diagnosis, but in and of 
itself does not return a defini- 
tive PD diagnosis.

to learn about clinical trials 
looking into the disease. An 
excellent resource is The 
National Cancer Institute, at 
cancer.gov. Enter the words 
“colon cancer clinical trial” 
in the search bar, and the top 
three results will give you a 
wealth of information. 

E To the reader who asked 
what RNA and DNA stand 
for, the answer is ribonucle- 
ic acid and deoxyribonucle- 
ic acid, respectively. These 
are the names of the sugars 
that serve as the backbones 
of the two molecules.

Funeral held for George Floyd

HOUSTON — George 
Floyd was lovingly re- 
membered Tuesday as “Big 
Floyd” — a father and broth- 
er, athlete and mentor, and 
now a force for change — at 
a funeral for the black man 
whose death has sparked 
a global reckoning over 
police brutality and racial 
prejudice. 

Hundreds of mourners 
wearing masks against the 
coronavirus packed a Hous- 
ton church a little more 
than two weeks after Floyd 
was pinned to the pavement 
by a white Minneapolis po- 
lice officer who put a knee 
on his neck for what pros- 
ecutors said was 8 minutes 
and 46 seconds. 

Cellphone video of the en- 
counter, including Floyd’s 
pleas of “I can’t breathe,” 
ignited protests and scat- 
tered violence across the 
U.S. and around the world, 
turning the 46-year-old 
Floyd — a man who in life 
was little known beyond 
the public housing proj- 
ect where he was raised in 
Houston’s Third Ward — 
into a worldwide symbol of 


injustice. 
“Third Ward, Cuney 
Homes, that’s where he 


was born at,” Floyd’s broth- 
er, Rodney, told mourners 
at the Fountain of Praise 
church. “But everybody 
is going to remember him 
around the world. He is go- 
ing to change the world.” 

The funeral capped six 
days of mourning for Floyd 
in three cities. 

Following the service, 
Floyd’s body was to be tak- 
en by horse-drawn carriage 
to a cemetery in suburban 
Pearland, where he was to 
be laid to rest next to his 
mother. 

“George Floyd was not 
expendable. This is why 
we're here,’ Democratic 


Rep. Al Green of Houston 
told the crowd. “His crime 
was that he was born black. 
That was his only crime. 
George Floyd deserved the 
dignity and respect that we 
accord all people just be- 
cause they are children of a 
common God.” 

While the service was 
private, at least 50 people 
gathered outside to pay 
their respects. Some held 
signs with messages includ- 
ing “Black Lives Matter” 
and “Together because of 
George Floyd.” 

“There’s a real big change 
going on, and everybody, 
especially black, right now 
should be a part of that,” 
said Kersey Biagase, who 
traveled more than three 
hours from Port Barre, Lou- 
isiana, with his girlfriend, 
Brandi Pickney. They 
wore T-shirts printed with 
Floyd’s name and “I Can’t 
Breathe.” 

Dozens of Floyd’s fami- 
ly members, most dressed 
in white, were led into the 
sanctuary by the Rev. Al 
Sharpton, the civil rights 
activist. 

The mourners also in- 
cluded rapper Trae tha 
Truth, Rep. Sheila Jackson 
Lee, Houston Police Chief 
Art Acevedo and Houston 
Mayor Sylvester Turner, 
who brought the crowd to 
its feet when he announced 
he will sign an executive 
order banning chokeholds 
in the city. 

“No child should have to 
ask questions that too many 
black children have had to 
ask for generations: Why?” 
former Vice President Joe 
Biden, the Democratic 
presidential candidate, said 
in a video eulogy played 
at the service. “Now is the 
time for racial justice. That 
is the answer we must give 
to our children when they 
ask why.” 

Biden made no mention 
of politics. But other speak- 
ers took swipes at President 
Donald Trump, who has 


ignored demands to address 
racial bias and has called on 
authorities crack down hard 
on lawlessness. 

“The president talks about 
bringing in the military, but 
he did not say one word 
about 8 minutes and 46 
seconds of police murder 
of George Floyd,” Sharpton 
said. “He challenged China 
on human rights. But what 
about the human right of 
George Floyd?” 

The Rev. William Law- 
son, a contemporary of the 
Rev. Martin Luther King 
Jr., said: “Obviously the 
first thing we have to do is 
clean out the White House.” 

Most of the pews were 
full, with relatively little 
space between people. 

“So much for social dis- 
tancing today,’ the Rev. 
Remus Wright told mourn- 
ers, gently but firmly in- 
structing those attending to 
wear face masks. 

With the funeral inside the 
church still underway, hun- 
dreds of people lined the 
route to the cemetery. Many 
said they had arrived hours 
ahead to secure a spot. 

“Were out here for a pur- 
pose. That purpose is be- 
cause first of all he’s our 
brother. Second, we want 
to see change,” said Marcus 
Brooks, 47, who set up a tent 
along the route with other 
graduates of Jack Yates High 
School, Floyd’s alma mater. 
“I don’t want to see any black 
man, any man, but most defi- 
nitely not a black man sitting 
on the ground in the hands of 
bad police.” 

The funeral came a day 
after about 6,000 people at- 
tended a public memorial, 
also in Houston, waiting for 
hours under a baking sun to 
pay their respects to Floyd, 
whose body lay in an open 
gold-colored casket. Over 
the past six days, memori- 
als for Floyd were also held 
in Minneapolis, where he 
lived in recent years, and 
Raeford, North Carolina, 
near where he was born.

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It’s time for systemic change and justice

CS America is 
experiencing two deadly 
viruses, COVID-19 and 
racism, and Black Americans 
are impacted by them both 
disproportionately. 

The state of unrest in our 
country has come to a head, 
and we are at a pivotal point 
in our nation. We must decide 
now whether this will be a 
turning point or a breaking 
point. 

Across the nation, we are 
experiencing an extraordinary 
amount of pain and outrage 
ignited by the senseless police 
killing of George Floyd and 
countless others. 

We are tired of the lack of 
justice and the failure of our 
leaders to eradicate the ongo- 
ing police brutality, killings 
and systemic racism at every 
level in our society. And to 
be clear, our community has 
spoken out about ongoing, 
pervasive oppression and 
offered real policy changes 
that continue to be ignored by 
legislators and other elected 
officials. 

I refuse to allow my title as 
an elected official to silence 
me from communicating the 
frustration, pain and anger that 
I feel. Over the years I have 
personally dealt with racial pro- 
filing by police and the implicit 
and explicit racism in society. 


For too long, we have fought 
and marched for change. For 
too long, we have fought and 
marched for equality. Yet 
in recent years, we’ve only 
seen more and more un- 
armed Black Americans beg 
unchecked law enforcement 
officers for their lives and 
utter their last words on video 
recordings. 

Without justice, there will 
never be peace. I want to be 
clear; I don’t condone looting 
or violence. What we are see- 
ing erupt across the country 
is what happens when the 
historically oppressed become 
fed up with the violence per- 
petrated on our community by 
the police. 

Today, justice cannot be 
delayed. We must demand 
immediate action to address 
the systemic racism that is en- 
trenched in every area of our 
society — from the criminal 
justice system to healthcare 
and our education systems. 

So, in the name of justice, 
the Indiana Legislative Black 
Caucus urges local and state 
leaders to take the following 
steps immediately: 

We urge the Governor to im- 
mediately issue an executive 
order banning law enforce- 
ment from using chokehold 
restraints, or other means of 
restraint which cut off the 
ability to breathe, as a means 
of making an arrest. This order 


must include specific reper- 
cussions officers will face 

for violating this ban and not 
leave disciplinary discretion 
up to local police departments. 

If there is no action by the 
governor, we urge the mayors, 
city councils and chiefs of po- 
lice to immediately establish 
a local policy that outlaws the 
use of a chokehold restraint, 
or other means of restraint 
which cut off the ability to 
breath, as a means of making 
an arrest by law enforcement 
in Indiana. 

We urge Gov. Holcomb 
to immediately establish a 
Statewide Criminal Justice 
Commission, including a 
diverse appointing of civilians, 
to examine every aspect of our 
state’s criminal justice system 
and recommend comprehen- 
sive criminal justice reform 
including the eradication of 
racist policing policies. We 
expect these recommenda- 
tions to become bills that get 
passed in the 2021 Legislative 
Session. 

We urge Indiana mayors, city 
councils and chiefs of police 
to immediately establish local 
independent civilian review 
boards, with members selected 
by local community activist 
groups, to review public com- 
plaints of police violence.

The Indiana Green Party is outraged by the mur- 
der of George Floyd. We all heard George Floyd 
say he could not breathe. We all heard the pleas 
from bystanders to halt the execution of George 
Floyd. We all watched George Floyd lose his 
life as a person who is supposed to protect him 
kneeled on his neck until he died. With sicking 
sadness and outrage at the brutal and mindless 
murder of yet another black American at the 
hands of the very people we pay to serve and pro- 
tect the public, the Indiana Green Party condemns 
the ongoing police brutality and stands in solidari- 
ty with protesters across the country.

We must break the cycle of violence and use 
alternative methods to achieve peace. We must 
remember that language is the purest weapon 
in the hand of freedom. We must use our voices 
and unite to bring forth change.

Since some of these protests have turned violent, 
those going should not bring their children. Go 
with friends and family, and don’t get separated.

WABASH COUNTY HAS BEEN AWARDED FEDERAL 

FUNDS MADE AVAILABLE THROUGH THE DEPARTMENT 

OF HOMELAND SECURITY (DHS)/FEDERAL EMERGENCY 
MANAGEMENT AGENCY UNDER THE EMERGENCY FOOD AND 
SHELTER NATIONAL BOARD PROGRAM. 


Wabash County has been chosen to receive $14,591.00 to 
supplement emergency food and shelter programs in the county. 
The selection was made by a National Board that is chaired by 
the U. S. Department of Homeland Security's Federal Emergency 
Management Agency and consists of representatives from 
American Red Cross; Catholic Charities, USA; National Council 
of the Churches of Christ in the USA; The Jewish Federations of 
North America, The Salvation Army; and, United Way Worldwide. 
The Phase CARES Local Board was charged to distribute funds 
appropriated by Congress to help expand the capacity of food 
and shelter programs in high-need areas around the country. 


A Local Board made up of local representatives, including Chrissy 
Baggett, Dale Bliss, Mary Ellen Clark, Ramona Copeland, Steve 
Johnson, Julie McCann, Keith Walters, Di Wion, and Kayleena 
Wright, will determine how the funds awarded to Wabash County 
are to be distributed among the emergency food and shelter 
programs run by local service agencies in the area. The Local 
Board is responsible for recommending agencies to receive these 
funds and any additional funds made available under this phase of 
the program. 


Under the terms of the grant from the National Board, local 
agencies chosen to receive funds must: 1) be private voluntary 
nonprofits or units of government, 2) be eligible to receive 
Federal funds, 3) have an accounting system, 4) practice 
nondiscrimination, 5) have demonstrated the capability to deliver 
emergency food and/or shelter programs, and 6) if they area 
private voluntary organization, have a voluntary board. Qualifying 
agencies are urged to apply. 


Wabash County has distributed Emergency Food and Shelter 
funds previously with Living Well in Wabash County COA, Inc.; 
Helping Hands of Wabash County, Inc.; F.I.S.H. (Friends In Service 
Here); Big Brothers/Big Sisters of Wabash County; Manchester 
Fellowship of Churches; Family Service Society, Inc.; Fellowship 
Food Pantry; Wabash Area Ministerial Association; Light 

House Mission and others participating. These agencies were 
responsible for providing meals and nights of lodging for 
numerous county residents in need.

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — 
Twenty-three more people 
have died in Indiana with 
coronavirus infections, giv- 
ing the state 2,339 deaths of 
those with confirmed or pre- 
sumed infections in less than 
three months, health officials 
said Tuesday. 

All of the newly recorded 
deaths have happened since 
May 31, with most of them 
occurring Sunday or Mon- 
day, according to the Indiana 
State Department of Health. 

State statistics posted on- 
line Tuesday show Indiana 
with 892 COVID-19 deaths 
during May, a drop from the 
1,037 recorded in April. The 
virus began in mid-March.
